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BREAD.  GRAINS 

Summary  of  recent  "bread  grain  information 

The  only  change  in  the  production  estimates  during  the  week  was  in 
England  and  Wales.    The  September  estimate  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
was  placed  at  40,768,000  bushels  compared  with  the  August  estimate  of 
41,440,000  "bushels.    This  brings  the  total  wheat  production  as  now  reported 
to  3,147,184,000  bushels  in  35  countries  as  against  3,101,750,000  bushels 
last  year  in  the  same  countries.    Rainfall  in  Europe  during  the  month  of 
September  was  above  normal  in  most  of  Germany  and  the  Scandinavian  countries 
but  elsewhere  was  below  average;  it  was  especially  light  in  Poland,  Austria 
and  Czechoslovakia  which  has  delayed  fall  grain  sowings  considerably. 

Hot  dry  weather  also  continued  to  be  reported  for  the  important  winter 
wheat  regions  of  southern  European  Russia  and  seeding  operations  remained 
backward.    Total  fall  sowings  of  grain  in  Russia  up  to  September  20  amounted 
to  51.3  million  acres  compared  with  63.8  million  at  that  time  last  year. 
The  Ukraine,  Lower  Volga  and  North  Caucasus  regions  had  seeded  9.3  million 
acres  less  on  that  date  than  a  year  ago.     Continued  drought  in  Rumania  is 
reported  and  unofficial  estimates  are  for  a  considerably  reduced  winter  wheat 
acreage . 

Russian  grain  procurings  or  collections  continue  slow.    On  September 
20  procurings  in  per  cent  of  the  yearly  plan  were  only  30  per  cent  for  the 
total  Union,  29  and  28  per  cent  for  Ukraine  and  North  Caucasus,  the  important 
winter  wheat  and  early  export  regions;  and  29  per  cent  for  Lower  Volga. 
Russian  wheat  exports  during  the  last  week  of  September  amounted  to  1.9  million 
bushels  and  for  the  season  to  date  only  about  6.3  million  bushels.    Last  year 
at  the  same  time  Russia  had  exported  around  41.6  million  bushels.  Exports 
from  the  Southern  Hemisphere  declined  to  2.2  million  compared  with  3.8  million 
bushels  the  previous  week. 

Trading  on  the  continental  European  markets  during  the  last  week  of 
September  was  rather  limited  though  prices  of  domestic  wheat  were  little 
changed.    The  spot  price  of  domestic  wheat  at  Berlin  on  September  28  was  $1.34 
the  same  as  for  the  preceding  two  weeks.    Rye  was  quoted  at  96  cents  or  one 
'  cent  less  than  a  week  earlier.    The  German  baking  industry  is  expected  to  use 
about  56,000  short  tons  of  potato  flour  mixed  with  wheat  flour  this  year.    In  | 
Prance  the  maximum  wheat  flour  extraction  has  been  fixed  at  66  per  cent.  The 
domestic  milling  quota  still  remains  at  97  per  cent  in  France.

Summary  of  recent  fee:,  grain  information 

The  1932  corn  production  in  11  countries  reported  amounts  to  3,543,- 
194,000  "bushels,  an  increase  of  nearly  13  per  cent  over  that  of  last  "ear. 
The  first-  estimate  of  the  crop  in  gtoain  is  25,384,000  "bushels,  or  prac- 
tically the  same  as  last  year.     With  a  decrease  of  more  than  6,000,000 
bushels  in  the  earlier  estimate  for  Hungary,  the  European  corn  crop  now 
stands  more  than  19  per  cent  above  the  1931  prod-action  in  the  countries 
reported.     See  corn  production  table,  page  540.      Tables  showing  feed  grain 
trade  movements  and  prices  are  found  on  page  539. 

The  1931-32  corn  crop  in  Argentina  is  estimated  at  284,825,000  bushr- 
els,  according  to  a  report  by  the  Office  of  Rural  Economy  and  Statistics 
on  the  distribution  of  the  present  crop.    Deducting  63,332,000  bushels  for 
consumption  and  seed,  the  sane  as  for  the  previous  year,  26,973,000  bushels 
for  exports  prior  to  April  30,  and  125,342,000  bushels  for  exports  from  Hay 
1  to  September  12,  the  exportable  surplus  on  September  13  was  placed  at 
69,129,000  bushels.    Prom  that  date  till  the  first  of  October,  more  than 
13,000,000  bushels  have  been  exported,  so  that  the  available  surplus  after 
October  1  would  be  around  55,000,000  bushels.    Prices  of  Argentine  com 
quoted  in  the  Buenos  Aires  grain  market  for  the  first  eight  months  of  1932 
have  averaged  more  than  20  per  cent  above  the  1951  prices  in  Argentine 
paper  pesos,  but  slightly  less  than  the  1931  prices  when  converted  to  Amer- 
ican money,  basis  average  monthly  exchange  rates.

The  demand  for  malting' barley  in  England  and  Wales  is  reported  as 
quiet,  the  only  interest  'shown  being  for  medium  qualities.     The  weather 
has  been  partly  wet,  but'  with  enough  sunshine  to  permit  some  continuation 
of  harvesting  operations."    In.  Poland  the  quality  of  the  1932  barley  sroo 
is  better  than  that  of  last  year  from  the  point  of  view  of  color,  while 
the  grain  is  smaller  than  usual  and  contains  a  considerable  amount  of  chaff 
In  Estonia  the  condition  of  the  barley  crop  was  reported  at  about  12  oo.r 
cent  below  the'  past  ten-year  average  and  the  oats  condition  at  about  3 
per  cent  below.

Preliminary  reports  indicate  a  rice  production  in  China  this  year 
of  10  per  cent  above  an  average  crop  and  about  25  per  cent  larger  than 
last  year,  according  to  a  recent  report  cabled  by  Agricultural  Commissioner 
Dawson  at  Shanghai,    All  provinces  that  produce  rice  report  a  larger  crop 
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than  a  year  ago.     Nearly  all  the  Yangtze  Valley  flooded  area  last  year  re- 
ports an  excellent  crop  this  year.     In  South  China  most  areas  report  a  first 
crop  of  5  to  10  per  cent  larger  this  year  and  prospects  are  favorable  f or  a 
good  second  crop.     On  October  first  this  year  commercial  stocks  were  report- 
ed sufficient  for  ah out  one  month's  supply  while  last  year  at  that  time 
there  was  nearly  3  months'   supply.     The  average  price  of  !To.  1  white  rice 
for  September  this  year  was  $2.22  (gold)'  ioer  hundred  weight  compared  with 
$2.75  1  a stj  year.

The  demand  for  raw  cotton  improved  at  Liverpool  following  the  settle- 
ment of  the  local  strike  and  quotations  of  all  foreign  descriptions  were 
higher  on  September  30  as  compared  with  a  week  earlier*     See  cotton  price 
table,  page  545,    At  Manchester  spot  demand  was  fair  during  the  last  week 
of  September.     The  weavers1   stike  was  settled  and  operatives  again  resumed 
work.     Though  cloth  inquiry  increased  offers'  were  poor  and  reported  rather 
disappointing.     Sales  of  yarn  were  irregular.     Kb  wage  settlement  had  been 
reached  in  the  sp inning  section  at  that  time.     A  fair  demand  for  both  spot 
and  forward  shipments  were  reported  at  Milan.     Price  fixing  by  spinners  on 
market  declines  was  noted  and  at:  Bremen  fixing  operations  were -reported  free- 
ly carried  on.  .  On  the  Havre  market  demand  was  less  active  as  a  result  of 
the  heavy  tendency  on  other  markets  but  price  fixing  was  active. 

Smaller  Egyptian  cotton  crop  forecast 

The  first  estimate  of  the  19-32  Egyptian  cotton  crop  is  officially 
placed  at  069,180  bales  of  478  pounds  or  one  of  the  smallest  crops  in  many 
years.     This  compares  with  last  year's  first  estimate  of  1,329,000  bales 
and  a  final  figure  of  1,288,000  bales.    The  marked  decline  in  acreage  plant- 
ed was  the  main  factor  accounting  for  the  smaller  crop  as  yields  were  about 
the  same.     The  1932  Egyptian  cotton  area  was  estimated  at  1,135,000  acres 
against  1,747,000  last-year.-  •  •■ 
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,      .  •     Sudan  cotton  exports  increase  materially 

Exports  of  raw  cotton  during  the  first  six  months  of  1932  from  the 
Anglo-Egyptian  Sudan,  reached  121,398  "bales  of  478  pounds,  against  25,047 
"bales  for  the- sane -period  of  1931,  according  to  Cotton  Specialist  p.  K. 
Norris  at  Cairo.    Of  this  104,205  "bales  were  of  the  Sakellaridi s  variety 
produced. in  the  Gezira,  Tokar  and  Kassala  districts;  16,901  "bales  were 
American  cotton,  from  irrigated  and  .rain-grown  areas  and  292  "bales  were 
Scarto,  which  is -Sakellaridi s.    It  is  said,  the  increased  shipments  of  raw 
cotton  from  the  Sudan  indicates  that  it  is  the  policy  of  both  the  government 
and  the  Sudrn  Plantation  .Syndicate  to  move  their  cotton  from  Port  Sudan  as 
rapidly  as  possible.    Of  the  total  exports  of  the  Sudan,  during  the  first 
half  of  this  year,  16  per  cent  went  to  India;  Great  Britain  received  the 
bulk  of  the  Sudan  exports  or  practically.  2/3  of  the  total. 

The  first  report  on  cotton  growing  conditions  in  the  Anglo-Egyptian 
Sudan  for  the  season  1932-33  issued  recently  by  the  Sudan  Department  of 
Agriculture,  announces  delayed  planting  during  June  in  the  rain-grown  dis- 
tricts of  the  Kordofan  Province,  due  . to  the  reins  being  later- than  usual 
this  season,  ■•Mr .. -Horri s  reports..    The.  only,  irrigated  districts  reporting 
are  the  Berberr  Province  and  Dongola  province,  which  produce  American 
irrigated  cotton..  The  government-  pump  stations  along  the 'Nile  are  located 
in  these  provinces.    In  the  Berber  Province,,  cotton  was  reported  to  be  in 
good  growing  condition  and  the  area  placed  at  2,9.06.  acres  as  compared  with 
1,831  acres  for  1931-32.  and  3,395  acres  for  the  season  1930-31.  Planting 
in  the  Bongola  Province  began  about  July  15.    In  the  Gezira,  Tokar  and- 
Kassala  areas,  which  produce  most  of  the  Sudans  Sakellaridi s  cotton,  the 
area  this  year  in  unof ficially  estimated  to  be  approdinately  the  same  as 
that  of  last  year. 


SUGAR 

'■Torld  production  estimates  raised;  still,  under  las t  year 

The  world  sugar  .production  during. 19 31- 33,  the  season  just  ended, 
is  now  estimated  at  23,961,000  short  tons  as  compared  with  the  previously 
published  total  of  28,752,000  short  tons.     (See  "Foreign  Crops  and  Markets", 
May  23,.  1932,  pp.  832-834.)  .  The  revised  estimate  shows  a  decrease  of  9.3 
per  cent  from- the  previous  season1 s  record  crop  of  31,936,000  short  tons 
and  is  the  smallest  one  produced  since  1926-27- when  the  crop,  totaled 
26,624,000  short  tons.     The  change  from  the  earlier  estimate  is  accounted 
for  by  slight  increases  in  estimates  for  the  United  States,  Puerto  Rico,- 
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Formosa,  the  West  Indies,  aside  from  Cuba,  and  an  increase  of  over  100,000 
short  tons  in  the  estimate  for  production  in  Java  where  the  crop  is  still 
in  the  process  of  manufacture.  ■ 

The  decrease  from  1920-31  in  the  world  sugar  production  is  mostly- 
accounted  for  "by  reductions  in  the  European  "beet  sugar  crop  and  in  the  cane 
sugar  crops  of  Cuba  and  Java.    In  Europe  the  1931-32  production  is  29.2  per 
cent  "below  that  of  1930-3L  and  is  the  smallest  one  reported  since  1926-27, 
Cuba  and  Java  report  decreases  of  16.8  per  cent  and  8  per  cent  respectively. 
These  reductions  are  due  mostly  to  the  terms  of  the  International  Sugar 
Agreement  (See  "Foreign  Crops  and  Markets",  May  23,  p,824) ,  which  limits 
sugar  exports  from  the  participating  countries  and  thus  indirectly  compels 
a  lower  production  in  order  to  avoid  accumulation  of  stocks  and  carryover. 
The  countries  which  are- members  of  the  International  Agreement  are  Cuba, 
Java,  Peru,  Argentina,  Czechoslovakia,  Germany,  Poland,  Hungary,  Belgium  and 
Yugoslavia,    All,  with  the  exception  of  Yugoslavia,  are  important  sugar 
exporting  countries. 

No  official  estimate  has  as  yet  been  received  for  production  in  the 
Philippine  Islands.    Trade  estimates,  however,  indicate  a  record  crop. of 
over  a  million  short  tons.    This  large  crop  is  due  to  a  high  yield  partly 
on  account  of  an  increase  in  the  acreage  planted  to  higher  yielding  cane 
varieties  and  partly  because  of  unusually  favorable  weather  conditions.  No' 
information  i s  available  as  yet  on  the  damage  done  to  Puerto  Rican  sugar 
by  the  recent  hurricane,    World  sugar  production  figures  are  tabulated  on 
page  541. 
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South  American  wool  exports  decline 

Combined  wool  exports  from  Argentina  and  Uruguay  totaled  394,68  3 
bales  for  the  period  October-August  193L-32,  a  decline  of  21.6  per  cent 
below  corresponding  1930-  31  figures,  according  to  Assistant  Agricultural 
Commissioner  C.L.  Luedtke  at  Buenos  Aires.    Exports  from  Argentina  for 
the  1931-32  period  stood  at  309,225  bales,  down  12.7  per' cent  from  1930- 
31,  but,  the  85,458  bales  reported  for  Uruguay  so  far  this  season  .was  a. 
drop  of  43. 3. per  cent  below  1930-31  levels.    Exports  to  the  United  States 
from  both  countries  have  been <■  considerably  smaller  this  year  than  last*.  . 
See  table,  page.  52.8.    Buenos  Aires  wool  markets  reflected  a  fair  amount  of 
consumer  interest  in  August  and  September,  and  prices,  have  been  fairly  firm, 
England,  Germany  and  France,  particularly  the  last-named  country,  have  been 
fairly  consistent  buyers.    At  this  time  of  year,  however,  there  is  some 
scarcity  of  the  better  assortments  of  wool  on  offer. 
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During  the  month  of  August,  1932  there  was  a  noticeable  advance  in 
United  States  exports  of  raw  cotton,  but  the  movement  of  nearly  all  other 
farm  products  continued  at  low  levels.     The  index  based  on  44  of  the  prin- 
cipal farm  products  was  64,  an  increase  as  compared  with  August,  1931  but 
otherwise  lo""er  than  any  corresponding  month  since  1914.    TThen  cotton  is 
excluded,  the  index  stood  at  60,  with  the  exception  of  July,  1932  the  low- 
est monthly  index  on  record.     Exceeding  even  the  seasonal  expectations, 
the  index  for  cotton  rose  to  57,  a  peak  figure  for  August.     Sales  to  for- 
eign markets  amounted  to  481,000  bales  or  more  than  double  the  exports 
for  August  a  year  ago.    There  was  a  better  demand  on  the  part  of  European 
countries  but  shipments  to  China  and  British  India  fell  off  considerably. 
Germany  was  the  heaviest  purchaser  taking  112,300  bales,  France  82,500 
bales,  the  United  Kingdom  70,200  bales,  and  Italy  44,500  bales  all  of  them 
much  larger  than  during  August  1931. 

The  wheat  export  index  amounted  to  65,  the  lowest  August  index  since 
1910.    Brazil  was  the  principal  outlet,  taking  1,405,000  bushels  or  near- 
ly one- fourth  of  the  total  exports.    Purchases  by  European  countries 
dropped  off  materially.    The  month  recorded  a  further  reduction  in  ex- 
ports of  cured  pork  and  the  excorts  of  lard  exceeded  the  unusually  small 
exports  of  the  preceding  month  by  only  a  small  margin.    With  one  excep- 
tion, the  index  for  leaf  tobacco  was  the  smallest  August  index  since  1914. 
Eruit  exports  were  unusually  high  for  this  season  of  the  year,  the  index 
amounting  to  208,  the  third  highest  August  index  on  record.

There  were  scattered  indications  of  improved  commercial  and  indus- 
trial activity  during  September  in  the  leading  foreign  markets  for  American 
agricultural  products,  according  to  information  received  from  the  field 
offices  of  the  Foreign'  Agricultural  Service,  the  Department  of  Commerce  and 
other  sources.     The  hulk  of  the  increased  activity  is  reported  from  continen- 
tal Europe  *nd  Japan,  with  the  textile  industry  as  the  outstanding  feature. 
British  industry  continues  l^ss  active  than  usual  for  the  late  summer  season, 
hut  most  industrial  countries  report  growing  confidence.     L  Europe  the  im- 
pfovod  sentiment  appenrs  to  hav :  had  its  inception  in  the  L-usanne  Conference 
and  the  better  fooling  prevails  despite  serious  uncertainties  in  the  politico- 
economic  field,  especially  in  Central  Europe.  '  Unemployment,  however,  remains 
high.     There  has  been  some  strengthening  in  the  European  demand  for  American 
cotton  in  recent  weeks  but  the  demand  for  foodstuffs  in  general  continues 
at  a  low  level. 

In  Great  Britain,  the  unemployment  figures  for  August  22  stood  at 
2,289 ,045  persons,  a  new  high  record.     August  foreign  trade  figures  registered 
another  decline  in  experts  of  manufactures,  and  in  imports  of  most  items 
except  raw  materials,-  according  to  the  Department  of  Commerce.     Activity  in 
most  industrial  lines  remained  unseasonaliy  dull  in  September,  with  labor 
uncertainties  in  cotton  textiles  coloring  the  general  industrial  picture. 
There  is  also  considerable  uncertainty  with  respect  to  the  parliamentary  .: 
treatment  of  the  agreements  reached  at  Ottawa.     Indications  arc,  however, 
that  there  has  been  a  definite  improvement  in  business  sentiment,  which  is 
attributed  in  large  measure  to  the  apparently  increased  strength  in  staple 
commodity  prices  and  in  renewed  activity -in  securities  .both  in  London  and 
New  York.     The  successful  conversion  of  the  British  war  loans  also  was  a 
factor.       pending  complete  conversion,  no  new  capital  issues  were  listed 
during  September. 

There  has  been  a  rather  general  improvement  in  commercial  sentiment 
in  continental  European  countries,  according  to  Agricultural  Attache  L.  V. 
Steore  at  Berlin.    Activity  in  the  cotton  and  wool  textile  industries  has 
shown  a  definite  gain.    The  revival's  maintenance ,  however ,  will  depend 
on  fundamental  improvement  in  buying  power.    Unemployment  persists  at  high 
levels,  with  purchasing  power . correspondingly  low.     In  addition,  continental 
foodstuffs  markets  .have  remained  under  steady  pressure  from  the  seasonal 
movement  of  domestic  crops,  and  from  the  persistent  maintenance  or  increase 
of  obstacles  to  international  trade  in  such  products.     Exchange  restrictions, 
compulsory  use  regulations,  tr  riffs  and  quotas  hitherto  in  effect  on  the 
Continent  'were  generally  maintained  in  September  and  were  intensified  in  a 
number  of  .cases.     Germany  especially  :has  given  ' indications  of  further  steps 
in  that  direction.  :

FOREIGN  AG-PI  CULTURAL  MARKET  CONDITIONS,  CO^TT'D 

In  the  Orient,  September  re-ports  from  Japan  also  reflected  an  im- 
provement in  business  sentiment,  the  Department  of  Commerce  reports. 
Early  in  the  month,  security  and  commodity  markets  "became  more  active, 
with  a  decline  in  the  yen  exchange  an  important  contributing  factor.  Raw 
silk  prices  strengthened,  largely  for  the  same  reasons,  and  the  yen  con- 
tinued to  weaken,  but  less  rapidly  as  the  month  advanced.    A  number  of 
export  industries  were  benefitted  by  the  exchange  developments.  Cotton 
cloth  exports  in  recent  weeks  have  been  higher  than  for  any  corresponding 
period  since  1928.    In  China, generally  favorable  crop  prospects  suggesting 
improved  interior  markets  have  reacted  favorably  on  financial  and  trading 
centers  on  the  coast.    At  present,  however,  commercial  activity  is  little 
different  from  that  of  recent  months.    The  new  State  of  Manchukou  announced 
tne  imposition  of  customs  duties  on  goods  coming  from  China  proper. 

Tneat 

December  wheat  futures  at  Liverpool  were  easier  during  the  second 
half  of  September,  after  reaching  a  high  point  for  recent  months  on  Septem- 
ber 12.    December  futures  at  Liverpool  closed  at  56  cents  on  October  1. 
Demand  conditions  have  not  been  conducive  to  sustained  prices  in  view  of 
the  continued  restrictions  on  imports  imposed,  by  normally  deficit  areas  in 
the  interest  of  protecting  domestic  crops.    Stocks  of  old  wheat  are  reported 
to  be  declining  in  western  continental  European  countries,  but  prices  in 
those  countries  have  tended  to  soften  under  pressure  from  receipts  of  rela- 
tively large  domestic  crops.     Crop  estimates  in  several  western  European 
countries  have  been  revised  upward  in  recent  weeks.    Those  revisions  have 
been  important  in  placing  the  reported  Northern  Hemisphere  crop  for  1932 
outside  of  Russia  and  China  slightly  above  corresponding  figures  for  1931. 
The  western  European  crops  have  been  large  enough  to  offset  material  re- 
ductions in  eastern  Europe  and  in  the  United  States. 

In  the  Orient,  the  immediate  future  in  Japan  holds  no  possibility 
of  importing  American  wheat,  according  to  advices  received  from  Consul 
Spamer  at  Tokyo  through  Agricultural  Commissioner  Dawson  at  Shanghai. 
Around  midrSeptember ,  Japanese  millers  were  holding  large  stocks  of  wheat 
accumulated  by  anticipating  a  weak  exchange  and  increased  import  duties. 
The  domestic  flour  market  was  strong  but  export  business  was  only  fairly 
good  and  flour  stocks  were  larger  than  normal.    The  position  of  mills  was 
considered  favorable,  however,  owing  to  a  good  speculative  domestic  demand 
for  flour,  and  an  expectation  of  a.  further  decline  in  the  yen  exchange  rate. 
Reports  from  Tientsin,  China,  indicated  a  fair  amount  of  business  in  Aus- 
tralian flour  for  October  and  November  shipment.    September  1  flour  stocks 
were  fairly  heavy,  with  a  good  volume  being  received  from  Shanghai.  In 
general,  the  Chinese  wheat  crop  is  smaller  than  last  year  in  those  districts 
involved  in  the  foreign  trade  in  wheat  and  flour.     In  North  China,  the  crop 
is  considered  to  be  20  per  cent  below  1931  figures,  with  a  67  per  cent  reduc- 
tion in  North  Manchuria..    Foreign  prices,  however,  are  still  considered  too 
high,  with  forward  contracts  below  last  year. 
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Cotton     '  '  :t  '.-;/■■■   : " 

Despite  the  British  cotton  weavers!   strike,  Liverpool  prices  held 
up  fairly  well  during  September, Quotations  toward  the  end  of  the  month 
were  under  the  September  1  level,-  "but  still  well  above  corresponding  1931 
prices.    Progress  is  reported  in  settling  the  weavers'   strike,  and  wage 
reduction  notices  to  spinners  have  been  Withdrawn  pending  new  negotiations. 
At  Manchester  the  better  Oriental  inquiry  of  earlier  in  the  month  continued 
through  the  third  week  of  September.  ..'  There  was  a -larger  cloth  inquiry  and 
freer  buying  in  light  goods  for  India.     Interest  from  that  quarter  was 
more  active  during -the  month  than  for  some ■ t ime  back.     Chinese  inquiry 
also  has  been  more  marked  in  recent  weeks,  although  the  volume  of  busi- 
ness done  remains  limited,.'  :Qther  Ear  Eastern,  markets  also  have  been  neard 
from.     So  far,  however,  new  developments  have  not  been  great  enough  to  be 
reflected  in  any  material  increase  in  machinery  activity. 

On  the  European-  Continent,  demand  for  raw  cotton  at  leading  markets 
was  fair  during  September.    During  August  and  September,  dealers  and  manu- 
facturers were  apparently  encouraged  to  enlarge  tneir  operations  on  the 
basis  of  firmer  prices,  low  supplies  on  hand,  and  a  feeling  of  greater  con- 
fidence in  the  future.     There  has  been  some  increase  in  continental  cotton 
mill  activity.    Agricultural  Attache  Steere  at  Berlin  reports.     The  revival 
in  cotton- to  date' may  be  partly  ;  speculat  ive  in  character,  and  its  main- 
tenance will  depend  on -fundamental  improvements  in  consumer  buying  power, 
but  for  the  first  time  in  months,  and  even  years,  a  general  revival  of 
confidence  is  observable.    On  the  other  hand,  political  uncertainty  and 
precarious  financial  conditions  in  Central  Europe  continue  to  dampen  hopes 
of  substantial  improvement  in  cotton  goods  consumption.    Mr.  Steere  sug- 
gests that  a  genuine  and  sustained  advance  in  the  cotton  situation  appears 
to  require  much  sounder  and  greater  improvement  in  the  entire  industrial 
and  trade  situation. 

In  the  Orient,  indications  of  an  increased  Chinese  cotton  crop  this 
year  contribute  to  a  less  favorable  -oosition  for  A-ierican  cotton  than  last 
year,  according  to'  Agricultural  Commissioner  Dawson  at  Shanghai.    Last  year 
the  short  Chinese  and  Indian  crops  plus  an1  unusually,  large  American  crop 
gave  the  American  product  a  distinct  price  advantage  in  Oriental  markets. 
By  mid- Sept ember,  Chine se-owned  mills  in  China  were  operating  near  capacity, 
with  Japanese- owned  mills  at  50  per  cent  capacity.  During  the  year  ended 
July  30  last,     Chinese  mill  consumption  of  cotton  was  somewhat  below  that 
of  the  two  preceding  years,  but  the  consumoti'on'  of  American  reached  record 
levels.     In  Japan,  "Cotton  prices  turned  in  favor  of  Indian  cotton  early  in 
'September,  and  substantial  purchases  of  that  growth  are  reported  by  Vice 
Consul  Schuler  at  Kobe.     The  trade  is  reported  as  anticipating  considerable 
increases  in  buying  of  Indian  as.,  against  American  if  the  former  continues 
to  be  offered  at  attractive  prices.     Japanese  exports  of  cotton  cloth  again 
were  heavy  in  August.    Despite  high  duties  "on  imports  into  India,  demand 
for  Japanese  textiles  "continues  strong,'"' 
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Fori-  products 

British  cured  pork  markets  were  steady  to  stronger  during  September, 
with  sterling  quotati  rns  on  American  bacon  and  ham  at  Liverpool  showing-- 
a  tendency  to  advance.    Weaker  sterling  exchange,  however,  prevented  as 
narked  an  advance  in  dollar  equivalents.    American  products  were  in  restrict- 
ed supply.    Prices  on  Danish  '.Tilt  shire,  sides  were  steady  in  sterling,  but 
declined  slightly  in  gold  equivalents.    Receipts  from  Denmark  were  smaller 
in  recent  weeks,  but  stili  larger  than  last  year,  with  prices  under  those 
of  September  1921.    Indications  are  for .  a  continued  decline  in  continental 
hog  killings  and  shipments  as  against  last  autumn  and  winter,  but  with  the 
usual  seasonal  increases,    In  Germany,  the  leading  European  hog  producing 
country  aside  from  Russia,  September  prices  registered. their  usual  seasonal 
decline  as  market  receipts  increased  over  July  and  August  figures.  Septem- 
ber 1  hog  figures  for  Germany  were  smaller  than  last  year,  but  to  a  slighter 
degree  then  was  anticipated.    United  States  exports  of  bacon  and  hams 
reached  extraordinarily  low  levels  in  August.  .. 

The  British  and  'German  lard  markets  were  steady'  to  weaker  during 
September,  expecially  in*  Germany.    The  Hamburg  average  price  declined,  fairly 
steadily  from  the  high  point  reached  at  the  end  of  August  after  a  steady.  - 
advance  beginning  in  the  'middle  of  last  June.    The  current  movement  is.  .some-  . . 
whet  seasonal  in  character,  with  prevailing  prices  under  those  of  last  year. 
At  Liverpool,-  September,  prices  of  American  refined  lard  ran  slightly  under 
the  August  averagec    There^is  no  marked  seasonal  tendency  in  that  market 
at  this  time  of  year.    Prices  continue  well  below  last  year's  levels.  .August 
imports  of  lard  at  16,477,000  pounds,  were  unusually  low  and' the  smallest, 
for  August  since  1925.    TotaL  United  States  exports  of  lard' in  August  were,.  • 
slightly  larger  than  in  either  the  preceding  month  or  a  year  ago,  but  were 
considerably  smeller  then  in  August  1920.

Stocks  of  native  leaf  we're  not  regarded  ■■ 
as  burdensome.    American  exports  of  bright  flue-cured  tobacco* "for  the.  months- 
July-August  were  slightly  larger  than  for  the  corresponding'  1931  period.... 
Total  tobacco  exports  in  August,  while  under  July  figures,  were  slightly 
larger  than  in  August  1931.  ..... 
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Apples 

Late  Sept  enter  reports  on  continental  Earopean  apple  and  pear  crops 
tend  to  confirn  earlier  indications  of  reduced  competition  this  season  for 
American  apples  in  European  markets.    Agricultural  Attache  Steere  reported 
on  September  20  that  in  most  northern  European  countries  apples  and  pears 
will  make  crops  considerably  below  1931  levels.    Larger  crops,  however, 
are  expected  in  Italy  and  Austria,  in  which  countries  there  are  areas  im- 
portant as  exporters  to  European  consuming  markets.
